Khrushchev told the Soviet people 
today that they can rest content 
only when the whole world goes' 
Communist.

"We are happy when we build 


communistjn (here) but that is not 
eilfiugh," he said. "We shall be 
happy when the people of all 
countries stand under the banner 
of .Marxism-Leninism 
and 
the 


Communist banner will fly over 
the whole planet." 


Khrushchev spoke on a nation- 


wide radio hook up from Alma, 
Ata, capital of the virgin land re- 
public of Kazakhstan. This was 
the second speech .of his/current 
t'~f of agricultural areas to be 
bKadcast live. 


His declaration about the ulti- 


mate victory of communism got 
a storm of applause from the 
Heading farmers and party func- 
tionaries gathered to hear him. 


"Opponents of communism will 


say that Khrushchev expresses 
pretentious claims for the rule of 
communism," the premier said. 
VJt is not a claim but a deep con- 
vfjtion based on a profound theo- 
ry of the development of human 
society. It does not depend on me 
or any one persons." 


Much of his speech was keyed 


to thc need for industrial and 
agricultural advances in the So- 
viet Union so it can overtake the 
United States. He predict this 
would happen soon.

JFK to Submit 
a Balanced 
Budget 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent Kennedy is reported ready 
to submit, a balanced budget to 
Congress soon—and then supple- 
ment it with a request for at least 
$1 billion in deficit defense spend- 
ing. 


Congressional leaders have been 


informed that the President hopes 
by making separate recommenda- 
tions for defense spending in- 
creases to drive two points home 
to the country: 


1. That he is making every ef- 


fort to keep the nation on a pay- 
as-you-go basis, 


2. That the reason, he is unable 


to do so at this point lies in the 
need for a stepped-up defense ef- 
fort to which he pointed in the 
presidential campaign. 


Kennedy apparently plans few 


over-all changes in1 the $80.9-bil- 
lion budget that •former President 
Dwight D. ^Eisenhower sent to 
Congress in JahUaVy for the fiscal 
year beginningiiJJuly 1. Savings 
Kennedy's exerts have been able 
to calculate inrsome areas may 
be offset by increases in others. 


Eisenhower estimated a $1.5- 


billion surplus. But this was based 
on an $82.3-billion income that 
Kennedy's advisers don't believe 
will be reached.' Eisenhower also 
banked on postal rate increases, 
and hikes in some taxes that'Con- 
gress may not grant. 


Eisenhower estimated 
defense 


outlays at $42.9 billion—up $1.4 
billion from -the current 
fiscal 


year. If Kennedy can offer a 
balanced 
budget which retains 


that figure, he is said to feel the 
country will go along with a sup- 
plemental request for a billion 
more in military funds. 


Some of this outlay would be 


channeled into missile develop- 
ment, with stress on the reliability 
and protection of long-range mis- 
siles. 


Congress members have been 


told the new defense stepup would 
add 55,000 men to the Army to 
bring its manpower to 925,000 and 
boost the Marine Corps from 175,- 
000 to 200,000. These increases, 
with some modernization of weap- 
ons, would be designed to boost 
U.S. limited-war capacities.
